Principal Shergill remarked that the 
authorities had heen building up the University at the 
cost of schools, though with a good intention . Some of 
the aditional demands indicated earnestness towards 
efficiency and welfare of the University staff . He thought 
that things like Public Relations Department and provi 
sion of loud speakers , etc , etc . should be avoided as they 
were it sort of wastage of money . Stressing that there 
was need for economy, Principal Shergill suggested that 
the construction staff could now be reduced as soon ng 
the campus way complcte . 

Prot. Teja Singh said that the next year s budget 
showed a dcicit of Rs, 67 laklıs , which he felt, might 
increase further. He was happy that the prestige of the 
Panjab University amongst other Universities in the 
country was very high , but he wished that steps should 
be taken to effect economny in cxpenditure and reduce the 
dcficit. Referring to the additional staff being provided 
for the Vice -Chancellor s office , Prof Teja Singh said 
that such superfluous posts should he avoided . Referring 
to the expenditure on conduct of examinations, be said 
that he was ashamed when he saw students appearing in 
thie examinations taking pridc in carrying into the exami 
nation halls books and other notes . Recently , he had 
inspected an examination centre where he found a lot of 
ohjectionable material which the candidates had carried 
into the examination hall. He had even brought all that 
material 10 show it to the members. Congratulating the 
Registrar and the Assistant Registrar (Conduct ) who 
promptly reached centres from where they had received 
diytroos calls, Prof. Teja Singh suggested that every effort 
should be made to improve the conduct of examinations. 
Approprinte enquirics should be made about the student 
coming from rural areas . Persons of bigh calibre should 
he appointed Superintendents . Drawing attention to the 
expenditure on conduct of examinations , Prof, Teja 
Singh said that only 50 per cent of the income on exami. 
nation fees was spent on remuneration of examiners , 
Superintendents , etc . He suggested that the rate of re 
muneration for the supervisory staff should be suitably 
saisca!

The Panjab University , Prof. Sharma 
said , was proceeding along right lines , but he wanted it 
to be like Oxford , Cambridge, London and other Univer 
sities in the West where they spend a good deal of money 
on scholarships and where 80 per cent of the students 
were given scholarships. Prof, Sharma was of the opinion 
that students with merit, who could not pursue their 
studles on account of poverty , should be encouraged by 
grant of scholarships . He also suggested that every town 
with a college should have a Community Centre , which 
should bring the University in touch with the people and 
where members of the University Senate , Syndicate and 
Professors , etc ., should go and contact the people . Prof.
